Flame? which touched off the 
explosion crackled uncontrolled to- i 
day through the dump in the Han - 1 
Igsen salt mine near Celle and 20 I 
miles northeast of Hanover 
Military officials said the fire 
this afternoon was creeping to­ 
ward 3,000 tons of all types of 
German artillery ammunition stor­ 
ed in the salt mine. 
All non-essential persons were 
evacuated from the area last night 
by runtish troops. 
Eighty Germans nr.d 23 displac­ 
ed persons were underground when 
the explosion occurred Authorities 
feared all were lost. One British 
soldier on the surface was injur­ 
ed slightly. 
At the time of the explosion, an 
estimated 10.000 *ons of ammuni­ 
tion were in the mine Explosives 
were being earned from under­ 
ground storage chambers by the 
workers under the direction of 
British officers

MIND and body are one. For 
good or ill, the body is controlled 
by the mind and the mind is, in 
ita turn, influenced by the health 
or sickness of the body. Just as cer­ 
tain physical illnesses cause men­ 
tal depression, so emotional upaeta 
can result in physical disorders. 
It is well-known that worry and 
fear may produce symptoms which 
duplicate those occurring in ulcer 
of the stomach. There ie no ulcer, 
but such patients may suffer as 
acutely and in much the same way 
ss they would if an ulcer were 
present. 
Pain Not Imaginary 
This does not mean that the pain 
end distress of so-called nervous 
indigestion are imaginary. Symp­ 
toms are very real and they are 
due to the fact that the stomach 
•nd bowel are not functioning as 
they should. Furthermore, the 
symptoms may keep the affected 
person from eating the right sort 
of foods and, as a result, nutri­ 
tional deficiency occurs. 
According to Dr. Charles T. 
Stone of Galveston, Texas, com­ 
mon complaints of patients with 
this type of disturbance ara pain 
in the right lower part of the abdo­ 
men which often may be mistaken 
for chronic appendicitis, and pain 
in the left upper part of the abdo­ 
men which is often called heart 
trouble by the patient 
There may be pain in the pit of 
the stomach with vomiting. Other 
symptoms include the formation 
of excessive amounts of gas in 
the bowel, bloating and rumbling 
noises within the abdomen. 


The treatment of this type of 
disturbance may be best carried 
out if the patient is put into a 
hospital. He can be kept at rest 
and efforts made to restore his nu­ 
trition. The overweight person 
should be reduced in weight and 
the underweight person should be 
brought up to normal weight. Most 
of these individuals are not physi­ 
cally tired, so that instructions to 
rest are useless and of no particu­ 
lar benefit. 
It is important that the right 
sort of relationship or friendship 
be established between the doctor 
and the patient. An explanation of 
just what is wrong may be very 
effective in bringing about im­ 
provement. The patient should be 
allowed to talk about his ideas and 
reactions. 
Proper suggestions from the 
doctor are also often helpful. On 
the other hand, the patient must 
be made to discount the remarks 
and attitudes of other persons 
about his condition. 
Of course, surgery is useless in 
such cases because there are no 
actual physical defects which it 
can correct. Naturally, it should be 
avoided. The doctor must realize 
that th* upset digestion is but a 
reflection of upset emotions and 
that the one can be cleared up only 
when the other is controlled. 
Hence, he will help the patient 
to get at the source of his emo­ 
tional disturbance. Often the many 
fears that beset such patients can 
be shown to be groundless. Reas­ 
surance and tact and sympathetic 
understanding on the part of th# 
physician often add up to restored 
confidence and cure for the patient

As the big four foreign minis­ 
ter* meet for one more effort to 
reconcile the>r major differen­ 
ce* there is a filin g in Paris 
that this conference is not going 
to be a total failure. 
The feeling is not too hard to 
define. Complete accord is not 
experted What is looked for is 
that the western power* and 
Russia will stop short of say­ 
ing. “this is the end: we will 
have to go our separate ways ” 
There is too much at stake on 
both sides to permit a division 
into two worlds composed of 
Russia and her satellites against 
th# western powers and theirs. 
In the long run, it inevitably 
would wreck the United Nations 
idea and lead to another world 
w'tr which might be catastro­ 
phic 


A m for an immediate test of 
ann* the idea seems fantastic. 
Even Russia's severest critics 
would scarcely credit the Soviet 
Union with being anxious to risk 
another 
general 
war at 
this 
stage, Russia is too far behind 
in naval and aerial develop­ 
ment. added to which there is 
the 
atomic bomb 
in the 
acle 
hand* of the west. 
Conversely, it would take an 
all-out attack threatening their 


annihilation 
to 
persuade 
the 
peoples of the western democra­ 
cies to mobilize for war again 
at this stage. 
With all these things in mind, 
the foreign ministers are likely 
to he able to avoid a complete 
split. They may not agree on 
the intricacies of the Italian 
and other satellite treaties in 
Europe, nor on the disposition of 
Germany. 
What i* to be fervently hoped 
is that the ministers will recog­ 
nize the necessity of big power 
collaboration, preferably within 
the framework of the United 
Nat ions. 
The alternatives to Russian 
consent to the program tenta­ 
tively outlined by Secretaries 
James F 
Byrnes and Ernest 
Be vin are unpleasant to contem­ 
plate. 
It has been suggested that the 
western powers might have to 
organize their occupation zones 
of Germany into a separate un­ 
ion, thus drawing the iron cur­ 
tain even tighter 
across the 
heart of Europe. It also has 
been suggested that the western 
powers 
may 
mike 
separate 
peace treaties with the ex-enemy 
states of Europe, or pixie the 
entire question before a 21-na­ 


tion peace conference or even 
the U. N. assembly, whether 
Russia like* it or not, 
No surer way could be devised 
to 
alienate 
Russia 
from 
the 
Nations, since she feel* that un­ 
less the big powers are agreed 
In advance on the broad princi­ 
ples of the treaties, she would 
be outvoted and cheated. 
Separate treaties by Russia 
^on the one hand and the western 
powers on the other would eau*# 
endless confusion and conflict, 
with no benefit to anybody, not­ 
ably the helpless countries of a 
divided Europe. 
The task of the big four, then, 
appears to be not so much agree­ 
ment on Individual Issues as Tri­ 
este or freedom of the Danube, 
as 
recognition of the 
broader 
principle 
that the problem 
of 
wmrld 
collaboration 
must 
be 
solved aa a whole. 
That might imply that lf the 
foreign ministers cannot do it, 
the m atter should be placed on 
a 
higher 
level, 
meaning 
the 
heads of states. It could involve 
trying out the UN assembly, at 
least as a forum of discussion, 
without binding obligations at 
the start, to see if that might 
clear the atmosphere.
